And, in commuting the death sentence 


of Lingo Morris, Macon bus driver con-_ 


victed of poisoning his wife, the Board has 
invited suspicion and condemnation to an

“Morris was convicted of deliberately 
killing his wife and leaving two jittle boys 
motherless in order to enjoy further prose- 
cutions of his illicit relations with another 
woman,” declared Sol. Gen. Charles H. 
Garrett, of Bibb Superiot Court, when in- 
formed of the Board’s 2-to-1 decision, 


denied clemency in this case upon two 
separate applications, wherein Morris was 
represented by able counsel. 

“Now, after the courts have finally de- 
termined all issues in the case, the Board 
of Pardons and Paroles reverses all de- 
cisions of the courts and reverses two de- 
cisions of the Board itself, without any 
new application for clemency and without 
opportunity for representatives of the 
people to be heard. 

“It seems that the people of Georgia 
ought to do something about this super 
court, with power to overrule the Supreme 
Court of the United States, and with the 
privilege of reversing itself without reascn 
and without notice to anybody.” 

The Atlanta Constitution still believes 
that clemency can best be administered by 
a nonpolitical, autonomous agency such as 
the present Board of Pardons and Paroles.

| Draft 


The foregoing is the extremely practical day dream of a 
number of astute and seasoned players of the great game 
of politics. These day dreamers, to be sure, conspicuously do not 
include Sen. Vandenberg himself. He is still not conniving in any 
draft-Vandenberg movement. But several vital factors make it wise 
to take anether look at the truth of the Senator’s own maxim, that 
no Presidential candidate has ever been drafted who did not con- 
nive in the draft. 

The first of these, and the most important, is_the existence of 
the day dreamers aforesaid. There is a very simple reason why 
a genuine draft is so difficult. A draft movement, however spon- 
taneous it may seem on the convention floor, requires careful ad- 
vance preparation. For this preparation, there must be organiza- 
tion. Unless the prospective draftee is an accomplice, the work 
of organization and preparation is ordinarily impossible. 

In Sen. Vandenberg’s case, however, this rule emphatically does 
not apply. The day dreamers include the Michigan National Com- 
mitteeman, Arthur Summerfield, a number of other leaders of the 
Michigan organization, and more than one key figure in other 
States... It is a fair prediction that they will have completed the 
necessary minimum of organization and preparation by the time the 
Republicans assemble for their quadrénnial bean feast and delegate 
rodeo, 


The day dreamers are doing their day 
No Encouragement dreaming without encouragement from 
their candidate. He has dene more than avoid them. Some time 
ago, he made a public request to the men of his home State to line 
up behind some other candidate. Then Gov. Kim Sigler and other 
Michigan chieftains declared their determination, at a recent Mich- 
igan meeting, to take a Vandenberg delegation to Philadelphia all 
the same. After this episode, Vandenberg let it be known that if 
the State convention seemed likely to name Vandenberg delegates, 
he would reiterate his former request in a manner that could not 
be misunderstood.

But on Lincoln Day, in a speech in Pennsylvania, Stassen went 
out of his way to remark that the only Republican now comparable 
to the great. emancipator was Sen. Vandenberg. This clearly sug- 
gests that if he cannot get the prize himself, Stassen would regard 
a Vandenberg-Stassen ticket as the next best thing. 

Ob ta le Altogether, always supposing that a Dewey-Taft dead- 

stac lock develops (for there can be no draft without a 
deadlock), there is only one real obstacle to the day dream coming 
true. That obstacle is the Senator himself. .The reports as to his 
health are utterly unfounded.

The European 
Nutsy Fagan immediately put both his heads 
together and decided to become a king. Jimmy 
Langerman, an American soldier of fortune, in- 
formed Jacques there was a 185-mile strip of 
sandy coast in West Africa which no nation had 
ever claimed, 

The ready-made regent bought himself a 
second-hand throne for 75 grand, and blew in 
another 40 for a crown with red stones. Then 
he acquired a yacht and an empress, Marie da 
Loche Delliere, a 16-year-old Parisian actress 
whom he selected because her press agent claimed 
she was a countess. 


Accompanied by 20 sailors armed with 
champagne bottles and cans of pate de fois 
gras, Jacques landed in Africa. The throne 
was set up on the beach, and Le Sucrier 
pulled the crown over his ears and pro- 
claimed himself Jacques I, Emperor of the 
Sahara. 

Twenty minutes later, his reign ended. 
Three touchy Arab tribesmen fired a 
couple of inaccurate bullets in the direction 
of the monarch. Jacques and his entour- 
age scrammed back on the yacht, leaving 
most of the pate de fois gras behind. 


In Paris, Lebaudy régistered at a hotel as 
Jacques I, Emperor of the Sahara. The class- 
conscious manager gave him the heave-ho. 


Piqued, Jacques moved himself and his

didn’t mind how he signed the register, but it 
did mind when he started sending bellboys down 
to the United States Subtreasury Building to 
ask for a lénd of the Government's money- 
counting machines.

Some attendants with 
muscles escorted the Emperor to the door, but 
Jacques insisted on leaving the trunk behind, 
When it was opened months later by court order, 
it was found to contain $200,000 in negotiable 
securities. 

All this time, Lebaudy had been buying and 
selling stocks like crazy. And his methods were 
the lunchtime jokes of Wall Street. To begin 
with. he refused to talk to brokers except in mov- 
ing taxicabs. He would only buy stdck in com-

he traded only on days with an “R” in them;

- Congress’ sorriest experience with the arts 
began in 1832, when the lawmakers slipped Her- 
bert Greenough, the celebrated Boston sculptor, 
$5,000 to sculp a heroic statue of Washington to 
decorate the Capitol lawns, Herbert took the 
money to Florence, Italy, where he emerged six 
years later with his 20-ton statue securely packed 
in a wooden box. | 

Getting same to the seaport meant that he had 
to chop down all the olive trees on the left side 
of the road from Florence to Leghorn. This, plus 
some other incidental expense, cost Congress 


$8,311.50. . 


The engineers at Leghorn started to hoist 
the statue onto a boat. But the rope broke. 
George Washington crashed through the hull 
and sank in the mud. The ship settled on 
top of him. Insurance took care of this, 
without cost to the taxpayers. The U. 8. 
Navy sent a battleship to Italy, where the 
sailors fished Washington out of the muck. 


‘You must remember that he was contained in 
a whopping big box. The ship docked in New 
York, but the railroad tunnels between there and 
here weren't big enough for him to squeeze 

. The Navy took him to New Orleans 
and forwarded him to Washington via devious 
routes without tunnels. 

By now the enterprise had cost $26,000 and 
some odd cents. Congress appropriated $2,000 
more for a base to hold the statue, and the great 
day of unveiling came in 1841. The Navy Band 
tootied, the lawmakers made speeches, the Speak-

light. A wreath held down his curls. The marble 
sheet tied around his waist barely saved the 
proprieties. His toes, the big ones, had thongs 
around ’em to keep the Roman sandals from fall- 
ing off. 

A horrified gasp rose over Capitol Hill; Con- 
gress decided after weeks of bitter debate to 
dynamite its statue. Then it discovered a law 
already 50 years old which made it illegal for 
the Government to destroy any of its works of 
art. The statesmen had bought a statue and they 
were stuck with it. 

Spoofing pieces appeared in the papers. The 
opposition—and it doesn’t much matter now 
whether they were Whigs or what—delivered 
scathing speeches about waste of Federal funds. 
Many an art critic came to the defense of Sculp- 
tor Greenough, but to the Congressmen he was 
the villain responsible for their shame. 


They built a wooden shed (cost $1,600) 
to hide their statue and they argued some 
more. Year after year they argued, while 
tourists wondered what was inside the mys- 
terious structure on the south lawn. By 
1908 the lawmakers were so mortified and 
the shed so weatherbeaten that they appro- 
priated a final $5,000. 


This was for tearing down the shed and haul- 
ing Washington—in the dead of night—to the 
Smithsonian Institution. There you will find him 
in the cellar of the main building, behind a row 
of antique printing presses. Not hidden there, 
you understand. The management is touchy on 
this point.

Tolerance Leaders Are So Intolerant 


No fair-minded bigot of the tolerance movement could ask me to submit to further imposition, 


indeed persecution, without the privilege of a little reaction.

fore, upon escape from childhood's thrall, embraced heresy with,a carnal joy.

the clergy as spiritual chiropodists, at best, and, 
on the average, no better than so many Carib- 
bean Voodoo gurus, selling boss-fix powder to 
Te parishioners with thumbs on their 


Saintly men in holy orders have passed signs 
at his door and undoubtedly have taken The 
liberty of breathing incantations for the inno- 
cent souls of his bairns, denied access to the 
word through no fault of their own. But he 
mocks them with outrageous courtesy. The ex- 
cesses which drove him to this horrible revenge 
have often heard, God forgive me that I didn’t 
t him with a bottle or, anyway, call a curse to 
myself on record. But I drop a veil, indeed, 
iron curtain.

am not clearly aware how long it has 
been since I was allowed the privilege, 
nay the intellectual and constitutional 

to roll my own ideas and enjoy them 
on such topics as European and American 
politics, the relations of racial and religious 
minorities with the majorities, the wisdom 
and dignity of people and the patriotism 
of Charlies A. Lindbergh, Gerald L. K. 
Smith, Burton K. Wheeler and the Rev. 
Charlies E. Coughlin. 


There is only one permissible stand on any 
of these subjects and that is the stand of several 
presumptuous religious groups, including some 

compromises between natural theo- 
logical enemies and a great roster of councils, 
alliances, federations and congresses. «That stand 
is preached on Sunday nights by our great mod- 
ern Henry Ward Beechers, the Messrs. Winchell 
and Pearson, and on other nights and at other 
times by radio and from the rostum of the town 
hall and high schoo! auditorium by a multitude 
ef other evangelists of similar mind and fury. 
They include, of course, Eleanor Roosevelt, Frank 
Sinatra, Harry S. Truman, William S. Gailmor, 
otherwise Margolis, a certain Frank Kingdom, 
w known as Doctor, Louis Adamic, Quen- 
tin Reynolds, Walter Feuchtwanger, of Holly- 
wood, sometimes called Wanger, and Danny 
Kaye. They include the Rev. Stephen S. Wise 
and other noted Zionists who would put me in a 
very bad light for dissenting from their political 
conclusions, to say nothing of my disallowing 
their political premises. 

These wise counsellors are so confident in 
their own convictions and so impatient of the 
£triminal depravity, to put it nicely, of all who 
permit a shadow of doubt to darken their brows, 
that they have aroused in at least one and I may 
assume in certain other Americans a perverse 
determination to think for themselves, to re- 
examine many hastily and carelessly accepted 
political and social axioms, and to insist on a 
hearing for the opposition in rebuttal. 

Henry L. Mencken, a heretic but in some 
respects a rather worth-while fellow, observed 
some time ago that the Rev. Gerald L. K. Smith 
was, in his opinion, the greatest American orator 
of our time. My opinion of oratory is like my 
Opinion of toe-dancers and if I were let alone I 
should never desire to @mdure the gusts of the 
: Tell me that I can’t hear him, however; lay 


| 


it down to me that I may hear him only at risk 
of the wrath of these kidneys and my curiosity 
becomes a fierce determination. I ‘have never 
met him, I do not know what he preaches. I have 
heard gossip, possibly slanderous, that he liked 
Hitler. If this last be true, his crime was no 


@worse and probably was more casual and less 


binding than the spiritual association between 
some other pundits of the established politico- 
social and racial faith and Joseph Stalin. More- 
over, Hitler is, I take it, dead, and to those who 
insist on proof from me my rejoinder must be a 
demand for equally heartening assurance of 
Roosevelt's death. So, as I assume, Hitler is 
dead, but Stalin is not and Stalin thus remains 
at this hour a moral and military menace to my 
country. ‘ 


Nevertheless, I have been put upon so 
long and so contemptuously that I am now 
driven to new counsel. I discover that I 
never did hear Lindbergh through, that 
I know Smith only by the angry opinions 
of his enemies, surely no ground for con- . 
demnation, and that former Sen. Wheeler 
was judged, tried, prosecuted: and con- 
demned by persons who were infuriated 
because they wanted this country to go to 
war. against Hitler and Wheeler thought it 
wasn’t necessary. Wheeler is neither a 
crook nor a monster. ’ 


I took a more intelligent interest in Father 
Coughlin when he was active and my rejection 
of him as a political and, even, a religious figure, 
was based on associations, actions and practices 
which were known to me. 


Yet even in this case, I would take a review 
because I have a deep conviction that most of 
those who have damned all these men and many 
others are, themselves, worse. They have long 
had a monopoly not only of the means of ex- 
pression but of the thinking of the people. By 
sheer power of sound and emotional clamor, 
these dissenters were ‘driven out of the forum 
and stoned down the road. 


I close with one example, Truman's political 
move against segregation. 


In the White House, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt had scores of employees. The only 
Negroes were menials. In Warm Springs, 
Ga., he sold a.piece of property with a 
proviso in the contract, written there by 
Roosevelt, forbidding the sale of that land 
to or its use by any person of Negro blood. 
(Deed record 25, page 215, Meriwether 
County, Georgia.) 


Truman, naturally, idolized Roosevelt as a 
political moosehead in the trophy hall of the 
Democratic party on Jefferson-Jackson Day. 


He plumped against discrimination and segre- | 


gation only to carry New York, Qhicago, Pitts- 
burgh ‘and Indianapolis, with their Negro balance 
of power, next Fall. He knew that the Southern 
Democrats wouldn’t go Republican and that the 
Republicans wouldn’t dare invite them.

the door of a home where the Girl Scouts were meeting. 

She told them she would like to join the Girl Scouts. 

The leader shook her head regretfully and told her she 
Was sorry. 

“We'd love to have you, dear,” she said, “but we'll 
have to put you on our waiting list.” 

The child settled back, comfortably against the stoop. 

“Then I'll just wait here,” she said. 

Another poignant reflection of Scouting in Atlanta is 
the little girl who was overheard pledging solemnly, “On 
My Girl Scout Waiting List Honor.” 

Some people have night mares’ of appearing undressed 
in public, of flying through space, or being caught in At- 
lanta traffic jams, but Mrs. William Mitchell, new Presi- 
dent of the Atlanta Girl Scout District, dreams of waiting 
lists with long lines of little girls standing patiently before 
the Girl Scout office. 

“T want to change that,” she said, and you feel she 
will. “I hope we can offer Girl Scouting to every girl 
in Greater Atlanta, regardless of her status, creed or 
race.” 

Mrs. Mitchell looks exactly like a grown-up Girl Scout 
. «+ you know, small and bright-eyed, and appealing, with 
the alert kind of face that probably had freckles sprinkled 
on it when she was wearing her braids down instead of up. 

She believes that Scouting molds children into decent,

Her own personal hobby is puppetry, and she 
once presented an entire annual report to the Girl Scout 
Board with puppets, satirizing the unimportant little habits 
and patterns as subtly as she emphasized the important 
accomplishments. 


Associated With Scouting 17 Years 


She has been associated with Scouting for 17 years, 
beginning with her own membership and extending to the 
Brownie-dom of her own small daughter, Conrad, seven. 
(She has a son, Billy, who is 11 and a Cub Scout, too.) 

Under her administration, the Scouts hope to achieve 
three goals: They hope to offer Scouting to every girl in 
Fulton and DeKalb Counties, provide camp for every girl 
(an energetic goal), and work toward a new democratic 
constitution, with the board elected by the 1,000 adult 
volunteer workers in the Scouting movement here. 

That, in itself, is revolutionary, and it will probably be 
a gradual development. 

To reach the first goal, the one of providing Scouting 
for every girl in the area, will take at least 300 new volun- 
teer women workers, soon, and even that does not dismay 
the new President. 

“There is good leadership here,” she says, “if we 
only look hard enough for it. We will look hard.”
